now in selecting a nd storing their seed 
corn, a ccording to a sta tement issued 
by the 
Sea rs-Roebuek 
Agricultura l 
founda tion. 
Continued ra ins a nd over 
flowing strea ms ha ve ca used much of 
the Ohio corn to sta nd in muddy fields 
in the pa st month a nd exceptiona l ca re 
must be ta ken 
by the 
fa rmer 
who 
wa nts a good sta nd a nd who would re­ 
duce his feed bill next spring. 
“ Good seed corn next spring will 
de 
pend o n artificial hea t a nd ventila tion 
tha t is given it at 
this time 
of the 
yea r,” the Fo u n datio n sta tes. “As it 
comes fro m the fields in the fa ll, seed 
co rn co n tain s 
25 to 35 per cent mois­ 
ture, an d this moisture content 
mu st 
be redu ced to abo u t 12 to 15 percent of 
the co rn is to p ass the winter witho u t 
lo sin g the v itality o f the seed. 
Corn 
p ro p erly dried will n o t 
be grea tly dam­ 
aged by freezin g, so tha t it is very im­ 
p o rtan t that immedia tely a fter p ick ­ 
ing, the co rn be pla ced 
where it will 
» receiv e free v en tilatio n 
in order to dry 
it rap idly . This done, the corn 
sho u ld 
be sto red where it will not be ex p o sed 
to ex treme co ld. 
“An y a rra ngement the fa rmer can
